SOME BITS OF SECKET IIISTO-

Prom the Richmond Eaqalrer. 


Hon. James Lyons, of Virginia, has 


written a letter to Mr. Allen B. Mag- 
ruder, of Baltimore, in which he makes 
tho following statements : 


"That in 1862 Count Merceit, the 


French Minister, visited Richmond, by 
permission of the Federal authorities, 
and was Mr. Lyons' guest during two 
days. That, in point of fact, the Count 
was sent by Mr. Seward, then Secreta- 
ry of State, with a view to make peace, 
and save the life of the nation. That 
he proposed to Mr. Lyons that if the 
South would stop tho war a return to 
tho Union would be permitted without 
any conditions, slavery should bo con- 
tinued, and any guarantee made for 
tho future that tho South might dic- 
tate." 


Mr. Lyons adds: 
"Some time afterwards, the French 


Consul, Monsieur Paul, entered into 
conversation about the acknowledg- 
ment of tho Confederate Government 
by tho Emperor of the French, and 
asked me if we could not-pass a bill for 
the gradual abolition of slavery in fifty 
or sixty years. May be it might do ev- 
en if it was longer, and said that if 
that were done the Emperor would im- 
mediately acknowledge us, but that the 
French peoplo would not be satisfied 
without such a provision for the aboli- 
tion of slavery. They did not care how 
distant it was, so the fact was secured 
as the prioo of recognition, and the 
Emperor would be fullj justified. 


I expressed my individual willing- 


ness to accede to theso terms, and I 
promised to see the 
President upon 


the subject next morning when I went 
into Congress, and if ho agreed with 
mo I would immediately introduce a 
bill for tho purpose. "But, Monsieur 
Paul, what guarantee can you give us 
that, if we take so important a stop thfi 
Emperor will acknowledge us ?" 


He replied, 'Mr. Lyons, nobody can 


guarantee tho Emporor, but you may 
be sure that he will do what I tell you 
he will do,' which I considered as but 
another mode of saying that he had 
boon authorized to do what ho had 
done. 


It is duo to Mr. Davis to say that I 


saw him next morning at his house, 
before Congress mot, as soon as I went 
into town, and told him what hud pass- 
ed between tho French Consul and my- 
self. 
His answer was, 'I should con- 


cur with you in accepting these terms 
hut for tho Congrotsional 
difficulty. 


1'ou know that Congress has no juris- 
diction over tho subject of slavery.' 
True,' I said ; "but that difficulty may 
bo gotten over, in my opinion, without 
any violation whatsoever of the Consti- 
tution. 


Let tho bill providing for tho gradu- 


al abolition of slavery also provide that 
it shall not take effect until the States 
have, by thoir respective Legislatures, 
duly passed, approved and ratified it, 
which you know will be just as good as 
ifpassed belorehand, authorizing Con- 
gress to do the thing.
